Rises In ‘69 


Employment prospects for 
American college graduates will 
be better than ever this year, ac- 
cording to a survey of 208 prom- 
inent business and industrial con- 
cerns by Frank S. Endicott, direc- 
tor of placement at Northwestern 
University, Evanston, Illinois. 

Companies Plan 

Companies plan to hire six men 
with bachelor’s degrees for every 
five they employed in 1968, Mr. 
Endicott reported after his 23rd 
annual survey of employment 
trends, 

Companies also plan to hire 
about 16 percent more men with 
master’s degrees than they hired 
last year, he said. ~ 

20% Increases 

An increase of 20 percent in 
the number of women who are 
expected. to be hired in 1969 was 
indicated in reports from 132 of 
the companies. 

The survey also showed that 
salaries of college graduates 
were expected to average more 
than in 1968, with engineers 
getting the top pay. 

For engineers with bachelor’s 
degrees, the monthly figure was 
expected to be $818 (compared 
with $776 in 1968), and for 
those with master’e degrees, $957 
a month (compared with $911 
in 1968).

Student Loans 
Face ‘Cutback’ 


Federal contributions to the 
National Defense student loan 
program will drop for the first 
time since the program was 
started 10 years ago if Congress 
adopts the proposed budget for 
next year. 

The budget for fiscal 1970 
would provide about $31.5 mil- 
lion less money for 44,000 fewer 
loans than in the current year. 

Reduction of budget obliza- 
tions for the National Defense 
loans from $193.4 million this 
year to $161.9 million in 1970 is 
anticipated. 

The number of students receiv- 
ing these loans would drop from 
about 442,000 to 398,000. 

This would not affect so many 
Junior College students as it 
would those attending four-year 
state colleges or universities. 

These loans are currently un- 
der debate in regards to student 
dissidents.

PLAYTEX WAS LUCKY 

So actually Playtex was quite lucky 
in being able to present even one paper 
of its calibre. . 

As far as we have heard, Playtex 
may continue to be printed but its publish- 
ers must invent a new name and refrain 
from using any obscenities. 

If Playtex agrees to such measures 
they will be submitting themselves to the 
machinery of censorship. Rather than do 
that why don’t they really go under- 
ground? That way there would be no 
chance that they would have to come un- 
der the administration’s scrutiny, in turn 
the administration must answer to the 
taxpayer. It’s impossible to be half legiti- 
mate and half illegitimate. You’re either 
one way or the other.

The pass-fail system most def- 
initely has its advantages.

Perhaps knowledge for the sake 
of knowledge will have a much 
needed comeback. “Passing” will 
encompass all instead of cate- 
gorizing or ranking each student 
in comparison to his peers. The 
reduction in tension would do 
much to making education a 
more relaxing affair. But is re- 
laxation condusive to proper 
study? 

Barely passing will soon, I 
think, become sufficient. Striv- 
ing for the highest possible at- 
tainments will no longer be nec- 
essary. Once “pass’ is reached, 
there are no higher rungs on 


the ladder. Room for advance- 
ment and further satisfaction 
will no longer be available and 
the result will no doubt be stu- 
dents ceasing to try reaching 
their capacities. 
TRADITIONAL FAULTS 


There are faults with the tra- 
ditional grading ritual of course. 
No human being can accurately. 
be typed by 2 mere A, B, C, D 
or whatever. Grades are so cut 
and dry that they fail to take in- 
to account the motivation, base 
ability, or actual work of the stu- 
dent. While pass-fail would not 
attempt such classification, it 
would do even worse: encourage 
mass groupings alleviating indi- 
viduality more so than the tra- 
ditional method. 


Grading students in the alpha- 
betical way lends to education 
an important implement: Com- 
petition. When students are 
forced to work for a “letter” 
grade they are pressured too

Another one-third of his time 
is spent on campus development. 

In fact, if all goes well, we’ll 
be seeing two new buildings ris- 
ing sometime in April of this 
year. 

When Dr. Johnson is not work- 
ing on campus he spends time 
meeting with Elementary and 
Secondary Education Superinten- 
dents, furthering the co-ordina- 
tion of educaiton in our commun- 


ity.

On a higher level, this week, 
he will meet with Senator Murphy 
and other college presidents, at 
the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, to discuss cooperative 
education for California’s higher 
education. 


As for Dr. Johnson himself, he 
has but one regret being Presi- 
dent of SAC and that is being 
removed from student contact. 


Dr. Johnson first began his 
career as an instructor in Gen- 
eral and Organic Chemistry, after 
which, he became Dean of Stu- 
dents for five years and then 
Dean of the College for two 
years. To this date, he has been 
President of SAC for 13 years. 
Regarding his present profession, 
Dr. Johnson said, “It’s exciting 
and I am fortunate, that is, this 
is where the action is.”
